PANAMA CITY, April 19.—(4)— 
Secretary of State Stimson’s an- 
nouncement that American forces 
would not be landed in Nicaragua to 


protect American property was the sub- 
ject of considerable editorial comment 
in the Panama press today. 

Under the heading, “American Pro- 
tection?” the Panama American says: 
“Secretary Stimson’s warning seems 
to be an invitation to General Sandino 
te continue killing Americans and loot- 
ing American property anywhere in 
Nicaragua, 

“It appears to be the announcement 
of a new Hoover doctrine,” the edi- 
torial continues, “which would hold 
that American property in Nicaragua 
is not necessarily entitled ‘to military 
protection except under certain § cir- 
cumstances and that the people necd 
not expect protection if they disregard 
warnings to seek safety.” 

The Star Herald, under the caption, 
“Earthquake Changes a Policy,” re- 
fers to the statement of former Secre- 
tary of State Hughes, made: to the 
Pan-American conference in 1928, that 
“The United States cannot renounce 
the principle that when the govern- 
ment of one country is unable to func- 
tion owing to insurmountable diffi- 
culties another government would be 
fully justified” in “protecting the 
lives and property of its nationals.” 

“Recent events clearly indicate,” the 
paper adds, “that an almost entirely 
new policy regarding Latin-America is 
developing at Washington.”

Communistic Theory of 
Equal Division Is Aban- 
doned, Piece-Work Sys- 
tem Inaugurated. 


MOSCOW, April 19.—(#)—A new 
wage system, known as the “khozra- 
” which apparently changes the 
soviet government’s policy and ampli- 
fies the inauguration of piece work, 
will be introduced May 1. The wages 
of workers will not ‘be based on the 


'communistie theory of equal division 


but on the capitalistic idea of re- 


warding individual efforts on skill and | 


ability. 

The word khozraschiot 
means “economic accounting.” It is 
interpreted in the government decree 
to mean that each factory, plant, col- 
lective farm, mine, railroad and such 
henceforth must take the responsibil- 
ity of fulfilling @¢ontracts and adjudg- 
ing wages without interference from 
trade unions. 

Although certain elements view the 
innovation regretfully as a compro- 
mise with capitalism, the government 


hopes the system will speed up pro-| 
duction. Leaders see the khozraschiot | 


as tending to eliminate waste and fix 
respousibility for managers and 
workers. 

It is explained as an example, that 
the Stalingrad tractor plant, which is 
in a most chaotic condition as to pro- 
duction, must contract with the state 
collective farms for the sale of so 
many tractors at an agreed price. 
The government or bank advances 
money to the farms for these pur- 
chases, and in return receives a pro- 
portion of the crops. Negotiations 
will be between the farms and the 
plant without goyerument interven- 
tion and each will be expected to canry 
out its” contract. SR Te aS 

Thus, if the factory production con- 
tinues to slump, wages will be re- 
duced accordingly, but if the output 
increases wages and bonuses will be 
raised proportionately. 

Under the new system it is under- 
stood that piece: work will be intro- 
duced. If the farm or factory fails 


to heavy. penalties for dam- 
ages. Superintendents would be de- 
moted and various privileges of work- 
ers would be curtailed. 

In the khozraschiot system the state 
bank, or financial departments, will 
play an important part. Heretofore 
the bank issued credit to industrial 
bodies on a basis of their material and 
financial plans. Under the _ recent 
ruling this system entirely changes 
the basis for financing factories. 
They are placed on agreements or 
contracts between them and their cus- 
tomers. In this way advancing of 
credits is made directly dependent on 
execution of concrete business trans- 
actions, 

Wages of coal miners and railroad 
workers generally are increased on 
an average of about six per cent, de- 
pendent upon the quality of work 
done, 


NUDE GIRL FOUND

The situation in Nicaragua, so 
tragically affecting the lives and in-

terests of Americans in that coun- 
try, due to the murderous activities 


of Sandino and his rebel banditti, | 
seriously interests the people and. 
government of this country. 

The average citizen finds it hard | 
to understand why our government | 
cannot furnish adequate protection | 


for its nationals in a country whose 
government is unable itself for 
many reasons to perform that in- 
ternational obligation. He recalls 
vividly the famous dictum of Presi- 
ident Roosevelt in the case of an 
American in the hands of a bandit 
chief and his gang. Roosevelt 
said: ‘‘Perdicaris alive, or Raisuli 
dead!’’ and Perdicaris came out 
alive and free. 

Now the question is strongly vo- 
cal, “Why not say in Nicaragua, 
‘Americans safe or Sandino and his 
gang wiped out by the Americar 
marines?’”’’ The answer is quite 
plainly set forth by the statement 
of our government, through Secre- 
tary of State Stimson. The position 
of the United States, as represented 
by our marine force in Nicaragua, is 
extremely delicate in the eyes of 
international law and relations. By 
the invitation and with the consent 
of lawful Nicaraguan authorities we 
have aided them to restore and 
maintain order and safety for their 
government and people. But it has 
been kept clear and positive thar 
we were not intervening in their 
political affairs and seeking to dic- 
tate either the form or personnel 
of their sovereignty as.a people. 
The Nicaraguans have the same in- 
herent rights of rebellion and sélf- 
determination that all other people, 
even our own, have by nature and 
international sufferance. 

Under our long accepted Mon- 
roe Doctrine we deny the right of 
any other power to coerce any Cen- 
tral or South American people and 
impose government upon them. 

For over a hundred years our 
government has been honestly and 
fervently trying to convince the 


worthy work they have succeeded 


dubitable people in those coun- 
tries that we are their friends and| 
not their enemies; that we have| 
-no desire or designs of aggressions. 
upon their liberties and independ- | 
ence; that we only stand to them | 
as the powerful guarantor that those | 
possessions shall not be taken from | 
them by conquistadors from any) 
other continent or hemisphere. | 

In this Nicaragua case we have, 
the right to demand that the au-| 
thorities of that nation shall pro-| 
tect our citizens suffered to reside | 
there for lawful purposes, and) 
when those authorities are power-| 
less to give that protection, our sole | 
right, as Secretary Stimson points | 
out, is to urge our people there to 
come to where our ships and forces | 
may rightfully evacuate them and | 
protect their lives. | 

It is, of course, a matter of great, 
distress and aggravation to our peo- | 
ple to see our fellow-Americans | 
suffering such wrongs and hard-! 
ships as the irresponsible insurgents | 
of Nicaragua are inflicting upon |} 
them so savagely. It is possible for.

coup their financial losses, but be- 
yond insistence upon that it is dif- 
ficult to figure how much other 
our government can do for their 
rescue and personal safety than it.

Those schools of high or- 
der and purposes have been with us 
They 
were founded by devout and hope- 
ful Christian men to train leaders in 
education and religious living for 
the suddenly freed and materially 
incompetent negro part of our com- 
mon population. They have been 
kept active and growing in plant 
and power for half a century with- 
out asking a dollar of help from 
the white people of the community. 


The record of these _ schools, 
their strong beneficient influence 
upon the intéllectual and moral life 
of our negro citizenship, is worthy 
of the fullest appreciation, even 
gratitude, of our entire population. 
They have adhered steadily to their 
program of improving the mental 
power, the social purity, and the 
spiritual aspirations of our colored 
people; and in that eminently 


beyond the most sanguine hopes 
of their founders. 


Clark University has trained a 
long procession of negro teachers 
and professional and business lead- 
ers, whose influence has been 
strongly felt in raising the ideals 
and practices of those to whom 
they have given ¢apable service. 
But especially has Gammon Theo- 
logical seminary proved: its value 
to the religious life and_ racial 
morale of the negro people of the 
city and the regions of the state 
apd south. 


For the earlier seventeen years of 
its life Gammon Seminary had at 
its head a man of high Christian 
culture, a sound heart, a conse- 
crated conservative ambition and an 
attractive diplomatic personality. 
He was the man who is now Bishop 
Wilbur P. Thirkield, of the Method- 
ist Episcopal church. He needs no 
introduction to our people. Dur- 
ing his long residence here as head 
of the Gammon _ school he won 
the confidence and esteem of the 
whole city, and was a welcome 
speaker in its pulpits and on its 
civic platforms. It is he who spon- 
sors the appeal to Atlantans to con- 
tribute $45,000 to a needed fund 
for the betterment of tle Clark 
University institution, of which 
Gammon is the foremost school. 

These educational plants have 
brought the expenditure of millions 
of dollars in Atlanta, have done 
much to insure racial peace and 
cordial relations within the com- 
munity, and our people can make 
scarcely any better investment than 
the aid they may give to the fu- 
ture better work of the Clark and 
Gammon _ schools. 


THE SMALL COLLEGES. 

Many intellectual men and wom- 
en who obtained their educational 
preparation for life service wholly 
in the small colleges, often humor- 
ously called “fresh water’ colleges, 
will sympathize with Dr. Willis A. 
Sutton’s apologia for them, ad- 
dressed to the Georgia Parent- 
Teacher convention at Macon. Such 
schools have a large place in the 
educational field and domestic econ- 
omy of the country, beyond any 
doubt, and it is quite true that many 
forceful and eminent personages of 
the natign have come from them.

H. G. Wells’ 
Screen Vision. 


A scenario that contains an over- 
whelming indictment of war through 
the graphic picturization of the un- 
known horrors of a world-wide chemi- 
cal conflict has just been completed 
by H. G. Wells, the famous novelist 
and historian. This is the first time 
that Mr. Wells has written for the 
movies. Since the death of his wife 
Mr. Wells has lived in a modest lit- 
tle villa at Neuilly sur-Scine, a quiet 
Paris suburb, wedged between the 
Bois de Boulogne and the river. 

_ From what I could learn Mr. Wells’ 

film seems frankly propagandistic. 
His idea is that so long as there re- 
mains a single cannon in the world 
capable of functioning, so long the 
agitation for complete disarmament 
must not slacken in the least. If 
humanity can only be deterred from 
sliding into a new conflict by a real- 
istic picturization of the horrors that 
a war of the future, with its highly 
perfected technical and chemical de- 
vices involve, Mr, Wells judges that 
the end justifies the means. For that 
reason he has written a scenario ca- 
pable of bringing out on the screen 
something so horrible that people who 
witness the picture will conceive such 
a loathing and disgust for war that 
they will become convinced and ar- 
dent pacifists for the rest of their 
lives. 

The plot for the motion picture cen- 
ters round a small Balkan state. This 
country is friendly to Britain. It 
owns the world’s monopoly of an im- 
portant mineral, indispensable for the 
civilization of the future. This 
mineral is given the name of calco- 
mite by Mr. Wells. 

Powerful groups of American fi- 
nanciers combine to buy up the Bal- 
kan country’s supply of calcomite. 
But either the price they offer is not 
sufficient, which seems almost impos- 
sible, or else British diplomatic in- 
fluence is too strong in the Balkan 
country: for Americans to overcome. 
Britain continues to control the cal- 
comite output indirectly. 

At this point Mr. Wells introduces 
the inevitable love element. The Bal- 
kan state in question is ruled by a 
beautiful princess. She is engaged to 
the rei, 1ing prince of a neighboring 
state. Their union and that of their 
countries is a happy eventuality to 
which both nations look forward. 
However a villain comes on the scene. 

The villain is the ruling sovereign 
of another Balkan state, also a neigh- 
bor of the calcomite country. This 
prince wants to marry the princess 
himself and when he is repulsed be- 
gins a campaign to foster revolution 
in the caleomite country. Strikes 
break out, labor troubles of all kinds 
make their appearance, the tranquil- 
ity of the country is disturbed and the 
great calcomite industry is seriqusly 
handicapped. 

Once the calcomite industry is 
threatened, Britain begins to mix into 
the business. The London foreign of- 
fice sends its diplomats and negotia- 
tors to the spot in order to forestall 
a revolution and a complete disor- 
ganization of the calcomite industry. 
Here Mr. Wells gives a dig at capi- 
talism. For the sake of profits, the 
British authorities do not hesitate to 
make preparations for a gigantic new 
war. For the control of the calco- 
mite industry has by now aroused the 
cupidity and greed of all the great 
powers. 

It does not actually come to a war. 
Things are arranged happily and ami- 
cably. But for a moment the omin- 
ous vision of a world conflict looms 
on the horizon. 

At this point Mr. Well’s unrivalled 
imagination and _ great scientific 
knowledge unfolds itself with unpre- 
cedented wealth. The vision of mod- 
ern war sweeps over the screen. Fan- 
tastically shaped bombing planes dash 
through the air. Tremendous explo- 
sions wipe out entire cities in one 
Single second. Aerial fleets appear 
above the great metropolises of 
Europe and throw down cylinders con- 
taining an unknown poison gas. With- 
in a few hours the teeming human 
beehives are turned into cities of 
death. Corpses lie piled up in the 
streets, in the subways, in the houses, 
hospitals, schools and theaters. Civi- 
lization comes to a standstill and life 
ends wherever the poison gas pene- 
trates. 

Armies are exterminated by huge 
steel tanks that permit of no human 
r@istance and that fight titanic and 
monstrous duels with other tanks. A 
great fear grips mankind: Govern- 
ments abdicate. Chaos reigns and ter- 
ror stalks through the world. 

Before the awful vision the diplo- 
mats shrink back and they call off 
the war over the calcomite and peace 
reigns once more. ;

STEEL INDUSTRY

Spring fever is normaly felt in busi- 
ness and trade at this time of year, 
and would occasion little if any ap- 
prehension if it were not causing a 
further slackening in a pace already 
distressingly slow. 

Reports of the past week include 
further slowing of activity in the steel 
industry, and shrinkage in _ freight 
movement and electric power produc- 
tion. Economists reiterate that these 
developments inject no new element in 
the situation which should impair con- 
fidence in the well-supported theory 
that depression has touched bottom. 

Increasing discussion of wage scales 
has added a new element of uncertain- 
ty in the disjointed economic situation. 
Continued shrinkage of commodity 
prices and dividends appear to have 
weakened in spots the firm stand tak- 
en a year ago against wage reduc- 
tions. 

Building statistics for the first half 
of April are not yet available, but 
there is an inclination to believe that 
the recent improvement has been con- 
tinued, with public works projects 
helping to swell the volume. Building 
executives, however, are not looking 
for any sudden upturn to what this 
line of endeavor can regard as profit- 
able levels. Real estate values have 
yet to stabilize.

Certainly, it would be the height 
of rashness to prophesy the future. 


The king has left Spain for France, : 


and the fact that he left via Carta- 
gena and Marseilles would seem to 
indicate that he feared violence if he 
took the more direct route. But he 
has not renouneed his royal rights; 
he merely states that he has appar- 
ently lost the love of his people. In 
fact, the situation bears striking re- 
semblance to that which obtained in 
September, 1868, when his grand- 
mother, Isabella II, fled across the 
Pyrenees to Biarritz, with the bitter 
words, “I thought I had struck deep- 
er root in this land.” 

Seven years later the Bourbons 
were called back, in the person of 
the father of the present king. and 
during two of-those seven years Spain 
was a republic; in other words, the 
experiment on which the nation has 
just launched. itself is not new, and 
it is by no. means impossible that 
the Bourbon monarchy may again be 
restored. 

Indeed there would probably be a 
very good chance of it, if any one of 
the six children of the present king 
seemed likely to be able worthily to 
It is quite obvious 
that the leaders of the new govern- 
ment are not extremists; a number 
of. them, in fact, have served his maj- 
esty in the past... Moreover. there is 
grave doubt whether the Spain of 
republican 
form of government. 

Spain has always been shut off 
behind the Pyrenees from the rest of 
Europe. The industrial revolution 
an. the many modern ideas that were 
born of it have only recently  ob- 
tained a foothold on her soil. More 
than 45 per cent of her inhabitants, 
according to the latest census, are 
unable either to read or write, and 
voting is compulsory for all males 
over 25, with a few unimportant ex- 
ceptions. One may well ask if this 
is the stuff of which permanent re- 
publican governments are made. 
_On the other hand, it seems impos- 
sible to deny the intensity of the 
republiean enthusiasm of the moment. 
The most immediate vital question is, 
of course, that of the relationship of 
the independent government which has 
been set up in Catalonia with the 
larger republic, which is established at 
Madrid. 

It is the most recent expression of 
the most dominant characteristic of 
Spain throughout the long ages of her 
history—namely separatism, racial, 
linguistic, social, political and eco- 
nomic The early history of Catalonia 
is totally different from that of Cas- 
tile; the two countries were not united 
under the same sovereign until the 
end of the 15th century; and Cata- 
lonia retained her separate constitu- 


tion down to the beginning of the 


18th.
